November presentation 

If you didn't know what a trumpet-tail S was before 
John Gillilan gave a detailed presentation on Mer¬ 
cury dimes at our November meeting, you knew 
what one was after. 

The S mintmark on some 1941,2,3 and 5 dimes 
flares at the end, forming a trumpet. More than half 
the 1942-S dimes have this feature, but only about 
0.6 percent of the 1943 dimes do. 

Prices can run high, but knowledgeable collectors 
can cherry pick decent material. John said he once 
paid $400 for a 1929-S dime the owner did not 
recognize as a double-die, full-split-band coin worth 
$5,000.
